with funerals of people who are neither "members nor sup- 
porters'of (he-churc)i. To such calls the pastors never fail lo 
respond, nor .do'{hey complain when their services are accepted 
as a matter of course and nothing is ever said about the qufis- 


, lion of pay. The writer asserts thai (his is done in many 


instances by families who manage lo have a large number of 
carriages in Ihc procession, and everything else to correspond, 
and he is exactly right when he condemns the course as ullerly 


. unworthy of self-respecting people. Me charitably says thai 
forgelfulness'may be the cause of this shortcoming in sonic 


: cases, but in such a case one ought n'ol lo forgcl. 
While 


clergymen make no charge for their services in attending 
funerals, their work on such occasions should never be for- 
gotten, and when (hey are called by non-churchgoers (hey 
•should be fairly remunerated. 


The small-salaried minister with a family has all he can 


atlend lo to make both ends meet; soinelhing which should 


• not be forgotten by the community in which lie labors. There 
is a too prevalent habit of considering thejninisler as a man 
who does little work and lives a life of comparative case, but 
nothing could be further from the Irulli. The conscientious 
pastor even of a small church is a busy man and earns his 
salary far better.'(hau do many persons who draw .larger.pay. 
lie and his family must necessarily keep up a respectable 
appearance, a'nd if more were aware of, the struggle which In 
many cases is necessary to do this there might be more con- 
sideratehcss on. the part of people who'"sponge" on the 
min- 


ister without -appreciating 
1 the injustice and unfairness of their
